In case ol possession of lands falling in more than one of 
the above kinds (wet dry or chalka) 1 1 if any landlord possesses 
moie than the above types the ratio will be a bed =841 
as fixed by Government That means if anybody has got 1 acre 
of wet land he will have 4 acres of B C soil and 8 acres of chalka 
soil This latio will solve the pioblem because theie is nothing 
for the Government or the Land Commission to do and they need 
not have to waste their time

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Shri V B Raju (Secunderabad General) Mi Speaker 
Sir I his clause is important in itself in that it is the pivot around 
which the whole tenancy legislation moves That is why I have 
tried to catch your eye and express my views about it I am 
maUng almost a last attempt to see it invpiovement can be effect 
ed in this Bill if not to the extent I desire at least to the extent 
that the tenant ma\ have a subsistence level 

This family holding could not be understood by the man m- 
the-strcet because the clause was framed in such a manner that 
it gives the impression that any family and ever) family will be 
restricted to possess only that much of land I could not suc- 
ceed in changing the word 'family and insert in its place the 
word unit I could have been very happy if this had been called 
a Unit holding instead of a family holding When this is to 
replace economic holding the word used in the original Act, it 
would have been m the fitness of things if it had been called a 

unit holding because family holding is not only misunderstood 

but is being mis interpreted 

If the members ot my Party just caie to tefet to the evidence 
submitted by the State Congress before the Madhavrao Commit- 
tee they would find that it was stated theie as that for a family of 
five members having a pair of bullocks and a plough the optimum 
should be either 25 acres of dry hnd or land the assessment of 
which is Rs 35 whichever is less This was stated something 
like foui j ears ago Much water has flown under the budge since 
then and consistent with our requirements of land — when I say 
land I mean the landed population or the population dependant 
on land — can we hope to provide a holding of this size to every 
cultivator or to every family whose source of living is land ? In 
my opinion it is impossible If we determine the holding in this 
clause without reference to Section 44 and Section 53 we will be 
committing a blunder In the arrangement of this clause also, if 
Sections 44 and 53 had been taken first and if we had determined 
the ceding and resumption holding first and then arrived at the 
size of the family holding latei on it would have been veiy healthy 
I mean to say that tht. pynmid ought to have been inveited Instead 
of domg so we started with the basic holding But it does not 
matter and theie is no harm in taking up the basic holding first, 
because the dividing line is the familj holding A traction of the 
family holding is basic holding and a multiple of the family holding 
will be resumption holding and substantial holding There is 
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no haim in having taken up bisic holding hist but it ought to 
have been followed by the deteimination of resumption holding 
and the substantial holding Why these two things muot be taken' 
Beeause they repiesent our objectives This ib not the occasion 
for me to go into the objectives and principles on which this Bill 
should be lushed m but it is very necessity when I am dealing 
with this clause tint I should throw some light in that dnection 
taking sometime ot this House 

The two primary objectives of this amending Bill aie that 
we save as much land as possible with the tenant and we procure 
as much land as possible from the big landlords If we take up 
this Clause and Sections 44 and 53 the remaining clauses 
are mere formalities and deal with small things which lefer to 
fixation of rent put chase puce etc which can be varied at any 
tune If these two objectives are to be fulfilled this clause needs 
a very thorough examination The clause contains three por 
tons 

The first portion is regarding the veiy background of deter 
mining a family holding i i on what criteria the family holding 
should be determined I he second poi tion is the size and the 
manner of deteimination of the family holding The thnd is 
the alteration of the size of the family holdings if conditions 
demand These are the thiee aspects In the first aspect an em 
phasis is laid by the Members on this and on that side and 
even by the Members of the Select Committee on 
the income factor and the cultivation expendituie 
factoi This 800 lupees figure like any other accident 
has crept in I do not Know who gave this figuie, whose brain 
wave is this or from which corner this Rs 800 came I am unable 
to understand even to this day Anyhow it has come and it is not 
how that has come that matteis much but it came foi i specific 
purpose What was that puipose ? The puipose of it is quite 
different and thai is not there now Before we actually sent the 
BUI to the Select Committee or before the Congress Party const 
dered it m the later stages it w as thought that because of the com 
plexity of the problem the mannei and the determination 
of the size of the family holding should be left to the Land Com 
mission The sponsors of the bill and the Members of the Con 
greBS Paity and Members of the Opposition also might have thought 
that this is a very complex affair Sitting in this House and not 
knowing the actual factors of the land and not knowing the condl 
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tions determination of the sue in an aibttrary manner may not 

he healthy I heretore these matters may be left to the Land 

Commission When this was intended to be left to the I and 

Commission some backgiound was necessary or some sort of con 

creteness was necessar\ 01 some measuies to make the Land Com 

mission limit then conceptions With that purpose this Rs 800 

was crept in to the bill But when the Select Committee gave a 

defimteness of acreage ana it was fuithei impioved by the Planning 

Commission in Delhi this Rs 800 in the first poition of the clause 

has no meaning We aie merely smuggling behind that So I 

would like to support the amendment moved by hon Member 

Shn L N Reddy about deleting that portion It is not necessary 

because the maximum size that the Land Commission could fix 

up has been determined The miximum unit has been deter 

mined and the sue or an area m a particular local area is w ithm 

that In the third para of the clause 1 e m the pioviso it is 

mentioned that if conditions demand the units of family holding 

rmy be varied keeping Rs 800 net income in view This can 

be done But in nist para mentioning of the amount of Rs 800 

is not necessan I stated this even the other dav while speaking 

on basic holding Still I hold that land is a means of employment 

for family and if \\ e ire still determining the land relations with 

this fond hope that we art going to assure to pay Rs 800 for a 

family then we are deceiving the people Ltt us not give this 

hope 

Whj should this limit of Rs 800 be fixed intheagncultuial 
sectoi Let us take the ceiling which is 4^ times the famdy hold 
ing Let us take it at Rs 3600 How are w e eligible to determine 
a particular stand ird of life to the agncultunl sector in contrast 
to other sectors, not m comparison Wh) this disci immation ? 
It is not oui intention to discriminate So in the very outlook 
of ours there must be 1 change If there is no change all this 
discussions 111 the House I am sorrv to state v. ill not be beneficial 
to the countn A\ e Vv ill not be meeting The Opposition will 
be there and we will be heie e\en though theie is no wall there 
is that imaginer) wall So in this the Opposition and the party 
in power have both to come to some piemises to some basic undei 
standing as to win w e are bringing this legislation If there is agree 
ment on fundamentals I do not think that so much time of this 
House would have been taken up Because we have failed 
to come to that agreement there are so many amendments and 
so much time of the House is being taken up and to what purpose 
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ultimately v,e do not know and it is to be determined by the raising 
of hands But what does the pool cultivatoi -tenant know what

Shi I D Deshpande Please permit me to say that yestei 
day in my speech I have said that we stand foi the plough unit oi 
the worl unit as the basis of a family holding and not income as 
the basis When we give the maximum based on acres we want 
that it should be conti oiled by the conception of the plough unit 
or works unit 

Shn V B Raju It was not necessary for my hon friend to 
clarify because I made no reference to any side 

Shn D Deshpande The hon Member has refened to the 
Communists We made oui point cleai yesterday that on behalf 
of the Opposition we stand for plough unit or work unit 

Shn V B Raju We aie aiguing here calling out selves left 
and right and we are arguing heie as Communists and Congres 
sites though not expressing it but keeping it in our hearts of 
heaits in deteimirung the lelations between the landlord and the 
tenants As a mattei of fact I do not know how many tenants 
are Congressitts or Communists and how many landlords belong 
to the Congiess or Communists The tenants shiver in poor 
clothes in winter though not in summer under the sun and the 
rain (hey toil and as I remaiked yesterday or day before-yes 
terday we had created some trouble to the landlords thiee years 
ago Now we are going to create trouble to the tenants tomorrow 
We have been able to sufficiently embarias them Therefore 
my approach to the amendment moved by the Leader of the House 
and also the amendments moved by ceitain members of the Oppo 
Mtion is that they should consider how best this legislation can be

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should be the family holding ' why give 50% and vihy this calcula 
tion ? When we fix 50% the land whose gtoss income is R- 1600 
Jiould be the family holding I suppoit that amendment and I sug 
gest it has b>en suggested m the amendment that up to 50% 
will be the best thing btcau e intensive culm ation -none takes. 
a highei expenditure wheieas dry land does not demand 
such in expenditure Iherefore my support is foi the suggestion or 
foi the amendment that the expendituie bhould be up to 50% and 
not 50% 

Coming to the second poition that is abo it the size of 
the family holding I lemember to have heaid in this House 
that m fixing this holding agricultural prodi etion fictor has 
been kept in view I will just read to the benefit ot you 
Sir the same lecordmg oi Madha\ Rao Committee 

Trom the point of view of agricultural production it is no 
the size of holding that matters so much as the size of the farms 
One is the unit of propeity the other is the unit of cultivation ' 

So are we determining here the property relations between 
the land and the tenants? If we are going to determine propeity 
rights then I will have to say something very serious with which 
my friends on this side and that side also may not agree My 
feeling is that land belongs to the State All the natuial resources 
belong to the State The improvements made on the land may 
belong to the cultivator or Pattedar or anybody But land as 
such belongs to the State and that land has been given for specific 
purposes to the individual What are they f I want to know from 
experts on revenue assessment whether anywhere it has been stated 
for what definite purpose land has been given and what rights the 
Pattedar enjoys ? The Pattedar has certain obligations and certain 
prohibitions that he should not misuse land for non agricultural 
purposes and theie is an obligation on him to pay revenue assess 
ment But as long as he tills the land the land should be with 
him The moment he does not till, it passes into 
the hands of the State or to another tiller But the concession 
given for the last so many decades and centuries to collect rent 
from the individual was in his favour So to say the State the 
Government existed for the landlord Therefore he enjoyed 
the concession Now I do not feel that the State exists for the 
landlord The situation has changed naturally The situation 
has changed m favour of the under dog Even it we err we must 
err m favour of the underdog whether we are Congressites Com 
mvrmsts or Socialists It is not the monopoly of one particular 
party to speak for the underdog Therefore our policy has chang 
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ed The very concept of propeity ha changed particular]} in 
respect of land The land belongs to the StTte and the tillu is 
responsible to the State and thete is no intermedial y I hat being 
the cise, Sir whj should we be anxious about keeping the light 
of property oi to plead for the cist of Prttedais oi because of his 
giandfather and him we should see tint he io piotected ?

Mr Speaker Sn whom arc w e to protect ? (I aughtei) Who 
needs our protection ? The landlord does not need out protection 
He can stand up himself and he say s I do not w int youi pi otcclion 
but tell me phmlj how much land I can keep The hndloid is 
not asking us to give him moie land And he is moie intelligent 
than you and I He has aire idv sold and distributed mot or hia 
landed property He is not w uting foi this bill to become law 
and it is my honest opinion that we would not get inylhing fi om 
him for distribution among tenants I am uo longer w orried about 
surplus lands I have lost that hope that we will have surplus 
lands I am only woined that there is a dangei that even the lands 
with the tenants the landlords may take away Those who have 
distributed among themselves are going to get resumption lights 
To save the tenants fiom the eviction ol the landlord I have to 
take a safeguaid If sections 44 and 53 11 e going to be discussed 
before this I should be very glad but we cannot do that because 
we are woiking in a certain fiamework and we have to abide by it 
Without taking much time of the House I am going to the consi 
deration of the lmpoi tant aspect of the problem that is the mannei 
and method of fixation of the size — about acreage Much has 
been said and one very good improvement that has been made 
after the consideiation of the Planning Commission is that the 
minimum is taken up The floor is taken up and the ceiling is 
kept This is very healthy and I do not think the Opposition 
should have a grouse about it They should feel glad What is 
it that is dangeious about it ? We are getting about 5 croies of 
land revenue in the State Is it our purpose to spend one ciore 
of it on land commissions I should think that even if one 
fouiths of it is given for the improvement of land to the tenants 
there will be more production We do not want all the Tahoildzrs 
and Dy Collectors to go there and find what a Pattedar finds there 
I have so much of area say 73 ^32 of the family holding and X 
want to acquire the lemaming 
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Wheie to find out this 73 53 and how to woik V out ? In 
this connection I am just reminded of one thing Sir In the 
South Afncan Parliament a question was put fo certiin stat sties 
The Piime Minibter asked his peisonal sec eti 3 Ca 1 I get 

these figures ? He said I shall tij Sir Aftei 1 time he 
came and said It would take 5 years to collect these figuies 
The Piime Minister again asked h m Make sure of it Again 
the persoml Secretary went out and said Not le^s tl an 5 yeais 
S11 The Prime Minister said Allnght Dontuoiry Ht 
came to the House to answer the question He said the figuie 
is 6 millions 7 thousands four hundred and thuty two Then 
his personal secretary was worried and the Prime Mimstei said 
to him You told me foi the Government to collect it it takes 
five years How many years does it take foi a pin ate membei to 
collect it and piove that the figuie I gave is mconecL 1 liese are 
not statistics but State Tneks 



That is why the land revenue assessment taUoi is not only 
convenient to the State — about nhich I am going to say in few 
mtn.ut.es but it is also very convenient, to the. tenant and tandloid 
and I claim that I have got some contacts with landed population 
in Telangana When I had asked them how much land you 
cultivate nobody was able to say in acreage — let alone the ques 
tion of Class I and Class II soils He knows how much he pays 
to the State That is why if we fix the land assessment as the 
basis immediately every tenant and eveiy landloid knows how 
much area he is going to keep how much he is going to lose and 
how much he can lesume That is foi simplicity Theie are 
no politics here — whether the Membei from Secunderabad says it 
01 the lion Membei from Ippaguda speaks about it The ques 
tion is about administrative facility A legislation must be very 
simple and the cultivator should easily know it I do not want 
that the money ot the State should be wasted and also that this 
legislation is not to create full employment for the lyots If that 
is the puipose then we aie driving the cultivator to the mercy of 
the legal folk Without any disrespect to the legal piofession I 
am saying that every tenant and every landlord has to approach a 
lawyer There is no other way for him— even to explain to him 
how much area he has got Poor man after this legislation he 
does not know what acreage he has got m terms of this leg station 
The variation is something like 1 to 12 The pool patwan also 
does not know which is the standard acre on the basis of which 
he h?s to calculate this figuie Say I have got all types ot clashes 
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of land with me and how much it come to in standaid acres 
nobody can say Then what is given in the Bill s not acreage It is 
oi ly pioportion that is given theie Let me be very plain about 
t It is simply a piopoition That is i i 4 6 8 and 
12 Eveiy acre must be related in that propoition Tola! stin 
dird acres must be woiked out The standard icieage has got 
to be worked by applying this formula That is vhy I am saying 
it is humanly impossible to woik out all these things and then 
deteimme \ery coirectly F01 all these leasons I am suggest 
ing that land assessment should be taken as the method and the 
means foi determining the holding 

Now I come to the size of the holding It is all right — 6 
9 24 36 48 and 72 It is aibitraiily assumed that eveiy 
one acre of Class I wet soil is equal to 12 acies of the Telangana 
soil That is the propoition arrived at When we come to the 
last class the lesumption light is 216 acres and the ceiling limit 
is 324 acres in the last categoiy Now in Telangana particulaily 
with which I am conveisant a lot of chalka soil is there and I 
do not think any tenant is going to save I am answering those 
critics who doubt a family of five membeis can get on with 
an income of Rs 800 and those who believe that reduction in the 
size of the family holding will be injurious to the interests of the 
family I am telling them It is not Rs 800 alone it 
is not 20 acres or 25 acres It is 216 acies of the chalka soil that 
is fixed as the family holding Every fimilv has a right to resume 
after purchase 01 to keep 216 acies and if it is aheady there under 
peisonal cultivation is 324 acies Let us not theiefoie feel very 
sympathetic about the so called family and always try to express 
our sentimental objections The real family holding is 3 times 
the unit holding 

Some hon Members of the Opposition have sard that within 
six months the determination of the local area about the size of a 
family holding may not be possible and that Government may 
ask for further time I do not think it needs even six months 
Do you think the whole thing will be surveyed > Where there is 
22 we can fix as 20 What is theie to fix ? Can any human being 
survey the entire land ? I units have been given It does not 
need even these six months Therefore let not the cutics of 
this portion of the Bill be undei a delusion that it is going to take 
a lot of State 8 time and money to determine the size in a local 
area First of all we determine the local area It is Verv difKi 
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cult to di\ dc a village which consists of all the soils and we have 
to deckuc the entue village as local aiea Ian al 
\\a>s> reminded about the minimum wages It was said that mi 
nimum wages must be fixed foi agricultural labour They wanted 
to stait an enquiry Ifwebegu to enquue it may take thousands 
of \ears So fix some wage there and adjust itself Nothing is 
going to happen and all thio calculation and all this discussion 
when wt come to pract cahties fade away and it is only a hair 
splitting discussion that happens but in leality theie is no diffi 
cultv in detei mining the local area and in detei mining the size of 
the family holding there 

With this analysis of mine I support the idea of arnvuig at 

tht size of the family holding based on land revenue assessment 

In certain amendments it was said Rs 32 S So far as Kamataka 

and Ma athwada areas aie concerned my friends belonging to 

my part) do not object to it Very honestly they do not object 

to it But the whole trouble is about the Telangana because the 

wet assessment is there the watei rate is not separate fiom 

the over all assessment there are lands foi which 

payment is made up to Rs 16 18 01 20 and for the second 

crop half of it So it we fix the 'ame amount the wet hnd that 

may be avaihble in Telangana will be very little In such a case 

the suggestion that has been made is very useful that m no case 

for calculating the wet aiea the dhara or the assessment should 

not be taken as more than Rs 10 If the mover of the amendment 

agieef, I would like to put it up to the maximum of Rs 10 because 

there may be lands whose assessment may be Rs 9 01 Rs 8 There 

fore for calculation purposes the maximum of Rs 10 should be 

taken In such a case when it is Rs 45 or Rs 50 5 acies of land 

is assured Those who plead for landlords also let them take 

note of it that when there are 6 acres even 3 acres may be fixed 

Therefore when it s Rs 50 assessment and the maximum of 

Rs 10 has been there the method of calculation g ves us up to a 

limit of 5 acies I would like to represent to the hon Chief 

Minister who has moved this Bill that even in fixation of acreage 

we have to depend upon the bandobust department which fixed 

the assessment also We cannot escape that When we depend 

for acreage some maccuiacies which leflect on the assessment 

will be there If the assessment is wrong the classification of 

land also must be wrong and that percentage may come to 

zi; or 30 Suppose this error is there Even then I would ask 

where is the land going to be > It is there It is not going to be 
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taken away by anybody by commeii.il chsses We have 

prohibited everybody Some land may be snatched by the 
tenant o got for the tenant That is all what happens We must 
ki ow that in the bame agricultural sector between the hndlord 
nd tenant we are adjusting a few acres that way oi this way It 
is not going to matter much Day befoie yeste day I have sub 
mitted for a few more teres to the basic holding Heie I am going 
to plead that one oi two acres this way o that do not nattei \ ei y 
much But what natters much is the method of determination 
I am very glad that the hon Membei f om Ippaguda has agreed 
and allowed an elbow room I think it is a heilthy re 
sponse a healthy suggestion 1 his can be taken advantage of 
Those critics who say that the fixation of revenue for the fixation 
of the size of a family holding is low h/we been given an oppor 
tunity now to take advantage of it I do not think anvbody can 
dispute on the method of determination based on levenue They 
cannot dispute about its bona fides So I very strongly plead 
and appeal — -and whatever terminology is in my possession — - 
not in strong terms but in appealing terms I put it and request 
the hon the Chief Minister to accept the suggestion of fixing the 
family holding with land levenue assessment as the basis
